Situated in Forest Park, the Museum may be reached by way of — 

UNIVERSITY CARS to the DEBALIVIERE AVENUE (JEFFERSON 
MEMORIAL) ENTRANCE, on the north side of Forest Park, 
or to Skinker Road, northwest of the Park (being a shorter walk). 

HAMILTON AVENUE CARS to DEBALIVIERE AVENUE ENTRANCE. 

UNION AVENUE CARS to the DEBALIVIERE AVENUE ENTRANCE. 

MARKET STREET CARS to TAMM AVENUE ENTRANCE on south 
side of the Park. These cars pass Union Station. The walk from 
Tamm Avenue is shorter than that from DeBaliviere Avenue. 

CLAYTON CARS to SKINKER ROAD at the PORSYTHE AVENUE 
ENTRANCE, west of the Park — the nearest street car point. 
The HAMILTON, the DELMAR and the UNIVERSITY CARS transfer 
to the CLAYTON Cars, which run at twenty-minute intervals. 

NORTH AND SOUTH CARS, in general, transfer museum visitors to 
the University or to the Market Street Cars, as desired. 

EAST AND WEST CARS, in general, transfer museum visitors to the 
Union, or to the Hamilton Avenue cars, as may be desired.
